Chess  is  the  Latest  game  to  be  adapted 

to  the  use*  of  city  men  of  business  who 
reside  in  the  country,  or,  to  use  the 
proper  term,  the  oommutera  By  means 
at  an  ingenious  cootrivanoe.  two  people 
may  ait  tide  by  aide  during  the  tedious 
hours  spent  on  the  train  morning  and 
evening  and  play  without  attracting 
any  more  attention  than  if  reading  a 
book. 

The  commuter's  chessboard.  when 
folded,  looks  like  a  thin  memorandum 
book  about  fl  iucbe*  long  and  8  inobeo 
wido.  I*  may  be  easily  carried  in  the 
pocket  It  consists  of  one  stiff  paste¬ 
board  aide,  covered  with  thin  Russia 
leather,  and  a  leather  flap  whioh  when 
opened  dioclooea  a  miniature  chess¬ 
board.  marked  out  with  strips  of  thin 
leatlier  so  sewed  as  to  leave  slits  over 
eaeh  square.  Two  atrips  across  both  to p 
and  bottom  serve  to  hold  the  men  when 
not  in  use  or  when  removed  in  play. 

The  chessmen  are  flat  strips  of  cellu¬ 
loid  about  half  an  inch  long  and  one- 
fourth  of  an  inch  wide,  with  the  figures 
marked  in  red  anti  black.  Tbiwe  cellu¬ 
loid  strips  tit  into  the  slits  above  the 
squares,  and  are  easily  moved.  The 
board  is  held  upright  in  the  hand,  so 
that  both  players  may  study  it — Ex¬ 
change. 

Three  Trotting  Favorites. 

Azote,  Aim  and  Fantasy  are  counted 
among  the  ptissible  record  breakers  of 
lHUd.  but  each  of  the  trio  is  under  sus¬ 
picion  for  one  cause  nr  another,  and  cir¬ 
cuit  followers  do  not  class  them  with 
the  tw  o  sound,  stout,  fresh  young  5-year- 
old  Beuzetta  and  Onoqua  Alix’s  front 
ankles  and  feet  bothered  her  all  last 
season,  so  that  she  could  not  stand  the 
pr»-paratory  work  necessary  to  bring  her 
ba>  k  to  her  record  breaking  form  of 
1«94.  and  there  is  little  ground  fur  be¬ 
lief  that  she  will  be  in  better  condition 
this  season,  although  up  to  the  present 
time  she  u*  said  to  be  moving  soundly 
in  her  work  at  Freeport,  Ills.  Azote,  the 
mammoth  California  trotter  who  devel¬ 
oped  into  a  world  beater  in  Mouroe 
Salisbury’s  hands  last  year,  but  went 
wrong  before  lie  got  a  fair  chance  to 
low  er  the  record  of  Alix,  is  in  much  the 
tame  fix  as  the  queen  of  the  turf.  Few 
hona-uien  doubt  his  ability  to  beat 
•4  U3V,.  providing  his  ailing  leg  docs 
not  give  way,  but  With  Azote,  as  with 
Alix,  there  is  the  rub. — Philadelphia 
Telegraph. 

Champion  Chicken  Picker. 

Frank  W.  Turner  of  Bast  port,  Long 
Island .  a  section  hand  on  the  Long  Is¬ 
land  railroad,  can  pick  a  full  hedged 
chicken  in  the  astonishing  time  of  five 
seconds.  Experienced  chicken  pickers 
require  at  the  least  two  minutes  to  per 
form  the  tame  work.  That  is  the  pre¬ 
vious  record,  in  fact. 

Turner  begins  by  dousing  tho  chicken 
in  hot  water  to  soften  and  loosen  tho 
feathers.  Then  ho  tlirows  the  fowl  in 
the  air  and  catfhee  it  us  it  returns. 
This  is  done,  he  says,  because  it  is 
quicker  than  turning  it  about  in  his 
hands.  Holding  the  fowl  by  one  wing, 
with  his  left  hand,  by  one  rapid  move¬ 
ment,  be  removes  all  the  feathers  on  its 
companion  member.  Another  movement 
carries  away  all  the  feathers  on  the 
other  wing.  Then  he  “whips"  the  fowl 
with  the  tips  of  his  fingers.  The  feath¬ 
ers  now  fly  in  all  directions.  Before  one 
realizes  the  lapse  of  time  Turner  cries 
out  “done.  ”  It  takes  him  just  five  sec¬ 
onds. 

The  National  Cycling  Mast. 

The  Louisville  wheelmen  are  not 
asleep,  neither  is  their  time  taken  up 
quarreling  over  the  1K96  meet,  as  some 
of  the  reports  sent  out  would  indicate. 
The  committees  have  all  had  their  work 
in  hand,  and  arrangements  for  the  com¬ 
fort  and  pleasure  of  the  wheelmen  who 
will  come  here  in  August  are  being 
made  as  rapidly  as  could  be  expected. 
The  largest  crowd  that  has  ever  attended 
a  national  meet  is  expected.  The  finance 
committee  has  estimated  that  the  total 
amount  necessary  to  properly  care  foi 
the  meet  is  $10,000.  This  can  be  easily 
raised,  and  the  amount  subscribed  will 
bring  it  far  beyond  that  figure.

It 
Would  be  far  easier  for  a  tdmm-  n  gms* 
sunk.-  to  kill  a  frog  by  poison  before 
eating  it,  as  the  o*>bra  il*»-s,  than  to 
have  to  swallow  it  alive.  It  would  save 
It  trouble  to  crush  it,  a*  a  young  ts-a 
coustrictor  of  .  the  some  sias  would  do, 
but  It  does  u*’ither,  liecause  it  neither 
boa  developed,  ivr  seem*  in  the  least 
likely  to  develop,  tli*^  neceusary  *^uip- 
ment  for  doing. 

«y  the  theory  of  evolution  tlw  grass 
snake  ought  therefore  to  go  back  iu  tbe 
world,  while  the  «>thpr  comm- >11  English 
anake,  the  poi* iiious  vip*-r,  annul  with 
a  weapon,  powerful  as  a  protection  and 
a  means  of  killing  prey,  increuswl  in 
■ize  and  numbers  and  t*«ik  its  place. 
Yet  this  is  exactly  what  has  not  hap¬ 
pened.  Grtias  siuikee  are  larger  and  m*  re 
numerous  than  adders,  and  there  is  no 
evidence  that  the  alienee  1  -f  the  pois«  -u 
fangs  in  any  w*y  endiuigers  the  survival 
of  the  species. 

It  is  difficult  to  account  for  the  ab 
•ence  of  any  viaihle  failure  iu  life  of  in- 
•ect  feeding  creutures  competing  for  ex¬ 
istence  on  the  same  food,  bnt  with  such 
unequal  physical  means  for  obtaining  it 
as  are  possessed  by  the  aw  allow,  the 
marmoset,  tho  shrew,  the  chameleon 
and  the  frog  In  this  list  of  five  crea¬ 
tures  Irving  upon  similar  f<-*«l  we  find 
that  the  physical  appliances  for  obtain 
ing  it  range  from  the  perbet  develop¬ 
ment  of  speed  in  flight  in  the  swalhw, 
the  addition  of  hands  for  capture  tn  the 
marmoset,  bodily  quickness  and  activity 
in  the  shrew,  tho  power  of  assuming 
color  exactly  similar  to  that  of  environ¬ 
ment  in  the  cluuneleon,  supplemented 
by  a  special  apparatus  for  shooting  out 
the  tongue  and  capturing  insects  when 
motionless,  to  the  absence  of  any  special 
equipment  at  all,  except  that  of  a  rather 
long  tongue,  iu  th*-  insect  eating  frog. 

Yet  the  frog,  destitute  of  all  theoe 
specialize*!  appliances,  lives  just  as  well 
as  the  aw  allow,  the  shrew,  the  marmo¬ 
set  or  the  chameleon,  and  at  least  one 
species,  tho  barking  frog,  finite  that  to 
get  on  in  the  world  it  has’  only  to  be 
still  and  wait  till  creatures  walk  into 
its  mouth.  It  has  acquired  a  skin  color 
suited  to  its  environment  and  a  large 
mouth.  But  h  is  not,  and  could  never 
be.  considered  well  provided  fur  getting 
its  living. 

Our  estimate  of  the  physical  means 
and  appliances  necessary  for  the  survival 
and  well  being  of  animals  is  probably 
set  too  high.  Wo  judge  the  needs  of  all 
from  the  perfect  development  and  ac¬ 
quired  powers  of  many,  perhaps  of 
most,  which  evolution  has  provided 
with  appliances  in  excess  of  their  real 
wants.  Most  animals  are  overequipped. 
Evolution  boa  rwi  riot  and  provided 
them  with  means  anil  metal  far  in  ex¬ 
cess  of  their  m-eds,  just  as  it  has  provid¬ 
ed  them  with  an  exuberance  of  orna¬ 
ment  which  delights  ns,  but  must  al¬ 
ready  have  passed  beyond  animal  com 
prehension. 

Probably  the  cats,  great  and.  small, 
would  at  once  be  named  as  the  best 
equipped  of  all  classes  at  predatory 
creatures,  and  the  predatory  creatures  are 
by  necessity  superior  in  most  forms  of 
physique  to  those  on  which  they  prey. 
They  are  all  ’  'built'  ’  on  one  plan,  with 
a  special  armament  of  teeth,  sheaths  to 
keep  their  claws  sharp,  muscles  for 
springing  suddenly  to  great  distances, 
padded  fret  to  deaden  the  sound  of  their 
movements  and  color  adapted  for  con¬ 
cealment  These  acquired  appliances  are 
in  excess  of  their  wants. 

The  polar  bear,  which  cannot  spring 
and  has  no  sheaths  for  its  claws,  and 
has  little  obvious  provision  to  aid  it  in 
swimming,  catches  and  kills  animals 
larger  than  thuoe  killed  hy  rhe  tiger  and 
can  kill  them  tn  the  water.  The  wol¬ 
verene,  or  glutton,  which  is  heavy,  slow 
and  has  the  feet  of  a  ferret,  gets  its  liv¬ 
ing  as  a  carnivorous  animal  110  U«*  well 
than  the  tiger  cat*  which  hive  a  far 
more  specialized  equipment  for  their 
work. 

There  is  actual  evidence  from  tne  fos¬ 
sil  bones  of  tigeis  that  this  *  xceas  of 
equipment  once  went  further  and  has 
been  discarded  as  superfluous.  An  ex¬ 
tinct  aperies  devaloped  canine  teeth  of 
such  enormous  size  that  it  has  been 
named  the  “saber  toot  bed  tiger.”  The 
teedk  were  Uo  long  fur  it*  jaws,  and  the 
modern  species  use  shorter  weapon* 
just  as  modern  ironclads  are  provided 
with  lighter  gun*  The  curling  tusks  of 
some  of  the  mammotli*  and  the  pal  mat  *d 
barns  of  the  Irish  elk  were  also  in  excess 
of  requirements  and  arWmodified  for  use 
in  the  existing  ^elephants  and  reindeer. 
Many  monkeys  pomes*  a  thumb,  but 
some  do  not,  and  there  ia  no  evidence 
that  they  are  therefore  at  a  disadvantage 
for  their  non  progressive  life. — London 
Spectator.  _
